New Gun to Throw a Two-Ton Projec­ 
tile Ninety Miles. 
Berlin, May 8 — Professor Kirkland, 
the Norwegian physicist, has been in 
Berlin recently for the purpose of dem­ 
onstrating the powers of his electro­ 
in con nee | magnetic cannon before a number of 
experts in electrical artillery. 
The re­ 
sults of the demonstration have been 
1-0 convincing that a firm of artillery 
manufacturers has offered to buy the 
invention for immediate exploitation, 
provided Professor Birk land w ill in- 
(Tease the length of the piece used in 
th** trials so that It w ill throw a pro­ 
jectile weighing two tons a distance 
of 12 miles. 
Theoretically, the device can throw 
a projectile weighing two tons a dis­ 
tance of 90 miles, or even further, by 
sufficiently prolonging the tube. 
The 
principle upon which the new gun arts 
has not been made public, but it is 
known that the projectile is expelled 
from an ordinary cast iron tube thick­ 
ly wrapped with copper wire. 
This 
tube can, of course, be more cheaply 
made than the cannon now In use. 
Ne explosive gases result from the dis­ 
charge of the new gun. 
Professor Birkland’s invention has 
stirred up great interest among tech­ 
nical observers, some of whom are of 
the opinion that it signifies a greater 
revolution in fighting material than 
that brought about by the discovery 
of gunpowder.

provided Professor Ulrkland w ill In­ 
crease the length of the piece used la 
the trials so that it w ill throw a pro­ 
jectile weighing two tons n distance 
of 12 miles. 
Theoretically, the device can throw 
a projectile weighing two tons a dis­ 
tan*** of 90 miles, or even further, by 
su flic lent ly prolonging the tube. 
The 
I principle upon which the new gun nets 
has not been made public, but it Is 
known that the projectile Is expelled 
from an ordinary cast Iron tube thick­ 
ly wrapped with copper wire. 
This 
j tube can, of course, be more cheaply 
{ made than the cannon now In use. 
Ne explosive gases result from the dis­ 
charge of the new gun. 
Professor Blrkland’s Invention has 
stirred up great interest among tech 
nlcal observers, some of whom are of 
the opinion, that It signifies a greater 
revolution In fighting m aterial than 
that brought about by the discovery 
of gunpowder.
